Indianapolis. Nov. 6.—Woodrow Wil­ 
son swept Indiana in the presidential 
race by a plurality of approximately 
100,000 votes. Rock-ribbed Republican 
counties are now in the Democratic 
column for the first time in y**ars. 
Theodore Roosevelt t ame under the 
wire second by a substantial margin, 
Taft running a close third. 
Samuel M. Ralston. Democrat, has 
been elected governor of Indiana by 
a plurality of more than 75,900. Albert 
J. Beveridge (Prog.) came in second 
and Colon* I W. T. Durbin ( Rep.) third. 
Ralston carried such rock-ribbed Re­ 
publican strongholds as Vanderburg

and 
Tippecanoe 
counties. 
Vander­ 
burg, with the city of Evansville, gave 
the Democratic nomine** approximate­ 
ly 3,000 plurality. Tippecanoe county, 
with the city of Lafayette, is Demo­ 
cratic by more than I.OOO.

Wilson to Have Support of 


Both Houses. 


BY UNMISTAKABLE MAJORITIES 


As Figures Now Stand the Senate Will 


Have 52 Democrats and 44 Republi­ 


cans. While House Will Stand Dem­ 


ocratic 292 to 129, with a Smattering 


of Progressives— Many Old Faces 


Will Be Missing. 


Washington, Nov. 6.—Roth branches 
of the new congress will be Dem­ 
ocratic. 
The senate 
will 
probably 
stand 52 Democrats and 44 Republi­ 
cans, and the house 292 Democrats, 
129 R< publicans and 1I Progressives. 
Uncle Joe Cannon is among the de­ 
feated, but Colonel Roosevelt** son-in- 
law. Nicholas Longworth. slipped in 
by a narrow margin, as did also Sere­ 
no E. Payne of New York, at present 
chairman of the minority of the house, 
and John Weeks of Massachusetts. 
The Democratic? gain in the Massa­ 
chusetts delegation was not anywhere 
nearly as great as the enthusiastic 
Bay State* leaders imagined. 
In Ohio 
the Indications are that the Republi­ 
cans will have only two or three con­ 
gressmen, while in the present house 
they have five. 
There will be 18 Re­ 
publican congressmen from New York 
as against 14.in the present house. 
In the senate the Progressive lead­ 
ers 
were 
smitten 
hip 
and 
thigh. 
George W. 
Norris 
and Joseph 
M. 
Dixon, the natioanl Progressive chair­ 
man, are surely defeated, as are prob­ 
ably Senator Jonathan Bourne of Ore­ 
gon and William S. Kenyon of Iowa. 
Governor Stubbs of Kansas will prob­ 
ably fail on the election.

The Lord has seen tit to associate the 
nam e Armageddon, with the great con 
troversy between Truth and Error, 
right and wrong. God and Mammon, 
with which this age will close, perish, 
and the New Age of Messiah’s glory 
be ushered In. 
He has purposely used 
highly symbolical figures of speech in 
the last book of the Bible, evidently 
with a view to hiding certain impor 
taut truths until the due time for their 
revealment. 
But even in the due time, 
the Bible ensures us, “None of the 
wicked shall understand” (Daniel xii. 
9, IO)—noue who are out of heart har­ 
mony with God—but only the wise of 
His people—the “wise virgin” class of 
the Master's parable. 
I have long avoided presentation of 
my understanding of our text and its 
context. 
I take it up now by request 
and because I believe it la due time to 
be understood. 
I disclaim any special 
Inspiration. 
In some particulars my 
views agree with those of other Bible 
students, and In other respects they 
disagree.

The nobler senti­ 
ments of some will be strangled by the 
philosophy of the same evil spirit 
which spoke through Caiaphas. the 
high priest, respecting Jesus. As Caia­ 
phas declared* it expedient to commit 
a crime in violation of justice, human 
and Divine, to be rid of Jesus and His 
teachings, so this “frog” spirit will ap­ 
prove of every violation of principle 
necessary to their self protection 
The croaking of these “frog” spirits or 
doctrines will gather the kings and 
princes, financial, political, religious 
and industrial into one great army 
The spirit of fear, inspired by the 
croakings of these “frogs,” will scourge 
the passions of otherwise good and 
reasonable men to fury, desperation | 
In their blind following of these evil 
spirits, evil doctrines, they will ta 
ready to sacrifice life and everything 
on the altar of what they mistakenly 
suppose Is justice, truth and righteous­ 
ness, under a Divine arrangement. 
For a brief time, as we understand 
the Scriptures, these combined forces 
of Armageddon will triumph. 
Free 
speech, free mails, and other liberties 
which have come to be the very breath 
of the masses in our day, will be ruth­ 
lessly shut off under the plea of neces­ 
sity. the glory of God. the commands 
of the Church, etc. All will seem to ta 
serene, until the great social explosion 
in our context described as the “great 
Earthquake." 
An 
“earthquake,” 
in 
symbolic 
language, 
signifies 
social 
revolution, and the declaration of the 
context is that none like unto it ever 
before occurred. 
(Revelation xvi, IS, 
19.) Jesus described it as a time of 
trouble such as never was since there 
was a nation -M atthew xxiv. 21. 


The Lord Will Gather Them. 
The false, frog-like teachings will 
gather together into one host the great, 
the rich, the wise, the learned and the 
kings of the earth, to battle. 
At this 
juncture Divine Fower will step for­ 
ward. and our text tells us that HE 
shall gather the marshaled hosts to 
Armageddon—to the Mountain of De­ 
struction 
The very thing which they 
sought to avert by their union, federa­ 
tion. etc., will ta the very thing they 
will hasten 
Other Scriptures tell us 
that God will ta* represented by the 
Great Messiah, and that Ile will be on 
the side of the masses. Thus we read 
in Daniel xii. I: “At that time shall 
Michael I the Godlike On?— Messiah] 
stand up”—assume authority. 
He will 
take possession of His Kingdom in a 
manner little looked for by many of 
those 
who erroneously 
have 
been 
claiming that they were His Kingdom, 
and authorized by Him to reign in His 
name and in His stead. 
Jesus declared. “His servants ye are 
unto whom ye render service.” 
Some 
may ta rendering service to Satan and 
to error, who claim to be rendering 
service to God and to righteousness: 
and some of these may ta serving ig­ 
norantly. as did Saul of Tarsus, who 
“verily thought that he did God a serv 
ice" in persecuting the Church 
The 
same principle holds true reversely 
As an earthly king doe* not hold him 
self responsible for the moral character 
of each soldier who tights in his bat­ 
tles. so the Lord does not vouch for the 
moral character of all who will enlist 
and fight on His side of any question 
“His servants they are to whom they 
render service,” whatever the motive 
or object prompting them. 
The same principles will apply In the 
coming Battle of Armageddon. 
God’s 
side of that battle will be the people’s 
silk?, and the very nondescript host, 
the people, will be pitted at the begin 
nlng of the battle. 
Anarchists, Social­ 
ists. and hot-headed radicals of every 
school of reason and unreason, will ta 
in the forefront of that battle. 
The 
majority of the poor and the middle 
class prefer peace at almost any price. 
A comparatively small number, God’s 
consecrated people, will at heart ta 
longing for Messiah's Kingdom. These 
will bide the Lord’s time nnd wait pa­ 
tiently for It; they will ta of good 
courage, knowing the outcome outlined 
in the “more sure word of prophecy.” 
to which they have done well to take 
heed, “as unto a light shining la a j 
dark place uutii the Day dawn.”—II 
Peter i. 19. 
The masses will Im* restless of their ( 
restraints, but will ta conscious of. 
their own weakness as compared to the 
kings and princes, financial, religious; 
and political, which will then hold. 
sway. 
Besides, the masses have no j 
sympathy with anarchy 
They realize j 
truly that the worst form of govern- j 
ment is tatte r than none. The masses 1 
will seek relief through the ballot and 
peaceful re-adjustment of earth’s af­ 
fairs for the elimination of evil, for 


the placing of monopolies and utilities 
and the supplies of nature in the hands 
of the people for the public good. The 
crisis will be reached when the hither­ 
to upholders of law shall become vio­ 
lators of the law and resisters of the 
will cf the majority as expressed bv 
the ballot 
Fear for the future will 
lead the well-meaning masses to desper­ 
ation; and anarchy will result when 
Socialism falls. 


The Cloud’s Silver Lining. 
Horrible would ta this outlook for 
the future did we not have the infalli­ 
ble Word of God assuring us of a 
glorious outcome! Divine Wisdom has 
withheld until our day the great knowl­ 
edge and skill which is at the same 
time breeding millionaires and discon­ 
tents. 
Had G imI lifted the veil a thou­ 
sand years sooner, the world would 
have lined up for its Armageddon a 
thousand 
years 
sooner. 
But 
that 
would have been too soon for the Di­ 
vine purpose, because Messiah’s King­ 
dom is to be the great Thousand- 
Year-Sabbath of the world's history. 
God in kindness veiled our eyes until 
the time when the gathering to Ar­ 
mageddon would immediately precede 
Messiah’s taking to Himself His great 
power, and beginning His reign.—Reve­ 
lation xi. 17. 18. 


“Send Them Strong Delusions.” 
S t Paul wrote prophetically of our 
time, that it would be one of serious 
trial and testing to many professing to 
ta Christians. 
The reason for this he 
states—they received net the Truth in 
the love of it (II Thessalonians ii, IO. 
ll.) They preferred their owu errone­ 
ous theories, the Apostle explains, and 
therefore God will give them over to a 
“strong delusion.” and let them believe 
the lie which they preferred, and let 
them suffer for missing the Truth 
which they did not love. 
Thus they 
will lie in the condemned host, “fight­ 
ing against God,” because of their lack 
of love for the Truth. 
It is sad to say that we all as Chris­ 
tians have been laboring under a thor­ 
ough delusion respecting God’s Plan. 
We have claimed that Christ set up 
Ills Church in Kingdom power, and 
that the Church has been reigning on 
the earth as His representative. 
On 
the strength of this delusion. Jews and 
heretics have been persecuted to death 
as opponents to Christ’s Kingdom. All 
the while we thoughtlessly repeated 
the Lord’s prayer: “Thy 
Kingdom 
come: Thy will be done on earth, as in 
Heaven.” We knew that the Redeemer 
said that Ile would come again to 
make us Ills Bride and Joint-heirs; but 
we Ignored the Scriptures. 
We were 
drunk, as the Scriptures symbolically 
say, “all nations were drunk” with the 
false doctrine. It is this false doctrine 
that will constitute the “frog” spirit 
which soon will begin to croak and to 
prepare for Armageddon. 
The Bible presentation is that the 
world is a section of the universe in 
rebellion against Divine authority, un­ 
der the? captaincy of Satan and his as­ 
sociated fallen angels.

P u rg ­ 
ed by turns on employees and on em­ 
ployers, have further shaken confi­ 
dence and tended to make each dis­ 
trustful of the other 
Bitter and angry 
feelings on both sides are more and 
more m anifest The lines of battle are 
daily becoming more distinctly marked. 
Nevertheless Armageddon cannot yet 
be fought. 
Other m atters intervene, 
according to prophecy. 
Gentile times have still two years to 
run. The “ Image of the Beast" of out 
context must yet receive life—power. 
The Image must be transformed from 
a mere mechanism to a living force.

Ticket Headed by Ex-Senator Bever- 


idge, Representing the 
Roosevelt 


Party, Has a Slight Lead on the Reg- 
ular Republican Ticket—Plurality of 
Wilson and Marshall in State, Ex- 
pected to Reach Near.

EARLY CONVINCED 


It Did Not Take Mr. Taft Long to 


Learn the News. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 6.—President Taft 


received news of his defeat at the 
home of his brother, C. P. Taft, on 
Pike street. A telegraph office was 
set apart in one of the rooms of the 
mansion, and as soon as the wires 
were opened at 6 o'clock, bulletins 
telling of Governor Wilson's election 
and the Democratic landslide began 
pouring over the wires in rapid suc- 
cession. 
After reading the early bul- 


letins, which practically 
convinced 


Mr. Taft of the election of Mr. Wil- 
son, the president and the members 
of his party went down Into the dining 
room for dinner at about 7:30 o'clock 


As Figures Now Stand the Senate Will

of Progressives—Many Old Faces 
Will Be Missing. 


Washington, Nov. 6.-—Both brandies 


ef the new congress will be Dem- 
ocratic. 
Tbe senate will probably 


stand 52 Democrats and 44 Republi- 
cans, and the house 292 Democrats, 
129 Republicans and 14 Progressives. 


Uncle Joe Cannon is among the de- 


feated, but Colonel Roosevelt's son-in- 
law, Nicholas Longworth. slipped in 
by a narrow margin, as did also Sere- 
no E. Payne of New York, at present 
•chairman of the minority of the house, 
and John Weeks of Massachusetts. 


The Democratic1 gain in the Massa- 


chusetts delegation was not anywhere 
nearly as great as the enthusiastic 
Bay State leaders imagined. In Ohio 
the indications are that the Republi- 
cans will have only two or three con- 
gressmen, while in the present house 
they have five. There will be 18 Re- 
publican congressmen from New York 
as against 14.in the present house. 


In the senate the Progressive lead- 


ers were smitten hip and 
thigh. 


George W. Norris and Joseph M. 
Dixon, the natioanl Progressive chair- 
man, are surely defeated, as are prob- 
ably Senator Jonathan Bourne of Ore- 
gon and William S. Kenyon of Iowa. 
Governor Stubbs of Kansas will prob- 
ably fail on the election. 


In the senate the Democratic gains 


are as follows: 


One in Colorado, where Senator 


Guggenheim retires; one in Iowa, 
where Senator Kenyon retires; one in 
Kansas, where Senator Curtis retires; 
one in Montana, where Senator Dixon 
goes out; one in Nebraska to take the 
place of Senator Norris Brown; one 
In New Jersey to take the place of 
Senator Briggs, and probably one in 
Nevada, taking the place of Senator 
Massey. 


In Massachusetts it is expected that 


on joint ballot ior United States sen- 
ator the legislature will be very close. 
Of sixty candidates for the house of 
representatives so far known to be 
elected 
32 are Republicans. 27 are 


Democrats, three are Progressives and 
one is a Socialist. This is a gain for 
th'e Democrats and there is a possibil- 
ity that the Progressives may hold the

to be built. In a brick pavement for 
instance, the material from top to 
bottom should be perfectly bonded 
wirti a foundation of two inch sand 
cushion thoroughly compressed. The 
filler of cement should be applied in 
a way which will provide 
that the 


ends and sides of the brick are im- 
bedded in it. 
Out of this will come 


a solid mass which makes the road 
endurable for many generations and 
does away with the cost of mainten- 
ance. 


It is also true that stone 
roads, 


when put down as they ought to be 
take to themselves a lease of long 


life and grow better 
through 
the 


lapse of years. 


The large universities and colleges 


of the country are taking up 
the 


matter of road building as n part of 
their technical course, and through 
them much is to be done in the way 
of an education to the public mind. 


So insistent has the demand for 


better roads become that 
congress 


at its last session enacted a law ap- 
propriating $oOO,000 for the building 
of sample roads over the routes cov- 
ered 'by the rural free delivery ser- 
vice of the country. This money is 
to be used alone in improving the 
conditions of roads, but to ascertain 
the increase in the territory which can 
be served: the increase in the num- 
ber of delivery days each year; the 
saving to the government in the op- 
eration of the nini1 delivery service 
and also the best kind material to be 
used in highway construction.

The watermen aud lightermen ol 


London can trace their occupation back 
to a very remote past. In a statute of 
Henry VIII., passed in 1514, for reg- 
ulating their fares, it is recorded "that 
it has been a laudable custonie mid 
usage tyme out of mind to use the river 
in barge or whery bote." And the an- 
nals of the Watermen's company give 
an interesting account of a dispute as 
far back as 1293 concerning the charge 
for the conveyance of passengers from 
Gravesend to London. The regular fare 
was one-half penny for each person, 
but some unscrupulous boatmen charg- 
ed passengers a penny. So the offend- 
ers were taken by the sheriff before 
the justices of assize, who admonished 
them and made each waterman give a 
bond of 40 shillings for future good be- 
havior.—London Graphic. 


The Supreme Court. 


For the supreme court of the United 


States there is no exact precedent, 
either in the ancient or the modern 
times. In making the great constitu- 
tion the "fathers" availed themselves 
of all past knowledge and experience, 
but it was probably from the French 
publicist Montesquieu that they got 
their idea of the supreme court. 
In 


his book, "The Spirit of the Laws." 
Montesquieu, after making a masterly 
analysis of all forms of government, 
uses these words: "There is no liberty 
if the judicial power be not separated 
from the legislative and the executive." 
The framers of the constitution knew 
Montesquieu's book well, and there is 
not any room for doubt about their get- 
ting the idea of the supreme court 
from that source.—New York Ameri- 
can.
